“Is there a p robability of Sp anish 
interests sniteriug througu the CuDansV” 
“The Sp auish p rop erty hoiders, mer­ 
chants and all other classes of Sp aniards 
iiaiurally would unite w ith all the rest 
of fhe conservative inhabitants for the 
p reservation of the interests of all the 
citizens, and I think they will help the 
natives and the Americans to maintain 
a strong, safe government. This would 
be natural because no class of p eop le 
would 1)6 more interested than they are 
in maintaining p rop erty and all other 
rights. The most difhcult p roblem to 
solve is the first organization of a p re- 
l.miuary form of government, as later 
the island will be very rap idly Ameri­ 
canized and ail such questions will tak e 
care of themselves. As to the p roba­ 
bility of the Cuoans attaining a stable 
government, 1 p resume that as soon as 
p ossible a p roclamation will be issued 
setting ap art a date for the holding of a 
general election for a chief exécutive of 
the island and for a legislative body, to 
which all matters affecting the future 
of .the island wiR be referred. 
“This legislative body p robably will 
adop t a constitution and mak e the 
p rop er laws to p ut into op eration the 
p olitical form of government. As to 
the army of occup ation which will be 
necessary to maintain our p osition with 
resp ect to Cnba, 45,000 men will be 
amp le to garrison the whole island. Of 
this number p ossibly 25.000 would be 
stationed in and about Ha?aoa. Matan* 
zas would be the next most imp ortant 
p oint for a garrison.

This would 
be natural because no class of people 
would be more interested than (hey are 
in maintaining property and all other 
rights. The most difficult problem to 
solve is the first organization of a pre- 
l.minary form of government, as later 
the island will be very rapidly Ameri­ 
canized and all such questions will take 
care of themselves. As to the proba­ 
bility of the Cubans attaining a stable 
government, I presume that as soon as 
possible a proclamation will be issued 
setting apart a date for the holding of a 
general election for a chief executive of 
the island and for a legislative body, to 
which all matters affecting the future 
of .the island will be referred. 
"This legislative body probably will 
adopt a constitution and makq the 
proper laws to pat into operation the 
political form of government. As to 
the army of occupation which will be 
necessary to maintain oar position with 
respect to Cuba, 45,000 men will be 
ample to garrison the whole island. Of 
this number possibly 25,000 woald be 
stationed in and about Havana. Matan­ 
zas woald be the next most important 
point for a garrison. 
Other points 
should be regulated by the possibilities 
of disorder that might toke place there, 
and the number of troops at the various 
points will naturally be governed by 
circumstances. 
“Properly directed Cnba will have a 
great commercial future.

alities now on the island or who may 
hereafter go there. ’’ 
“is there a probability of Spanish 
interests sabering through the Cubans?' 
“The Spanish property holders, mer 
chants and all other classes of Spaniards 
naturally would unite with all the rest 
of fhe conservative inhabitants for the 
preservation of the interests of all the 
citizens, and I think they will help the 
natives and the Americans to maintain 
a strong, safe government. This woald 
be natural because no class of people 
would be more interested than they are 
in maintaining property and all other 
rights. The most difficult problem to 
solve is the first organization of a pre 
I. miliary form of government, as later 
tile island will be very rapidly Ameri­ 
canized and all such questions will take 
care of themselves. As to the proba­ 
bility of the Cubans attaining a stable 
government, I presume that as soon as 
possible a proclamation will be issued 
setting apart a date for the holding of a 
general election for a chief executive of 
the island and for a legislative body, to 
which all matters affecting the future 
of. the island will be referred. 
"This legislative body probably will 
adopt a constitution and make, the 
proper laws to put into operation the 
political form of government. As to 
the army of occupation which will be 
necessary to maintain our position with 
respect to Cnba, 45,000 men will be 
ample to garrison the whole island. Of 
this number possibly 25,000 woald be 
stationed in and about Havana. Matan­ 
zas would be the next most important 
point for a garrison. 
Other points 
should be regulated by the possibilities 
• of disorder that migh} take place there, 
find the number of troops at the various 
pointe will naturally be governed by 
circumstances. 
“Properly directed Cuba will have a 
great commercial future. Its unbounded 
and great resources will be very rapidly 
developed by American 
people and 
capital."

thing, with a thin, white face and big 
blue ey es with a look of pain in them. 
The woman seemed an ignorant, honest 
soul and generally wore a thick, dark 
v eil to hide a black ey e or great blue 
bruise. It’s easy enough to figure out a 
thing like that, y ou know, but she nev er 
spoke of her husband or complained, so 
I didn’t ask any questions. She bronght 
the baby often, and each time it looked 
more wax en and scrawny , but I couldn’t 
find out that the child had any disease, 
and all the sy mptoms pointed to a lack 
of nonrisbment. 
“ At last one morning I said to tl^e 
mother that I believ ed the baby was 
starv ing, aud ,that I didn’t intend to 
allow her to leav e the office until she 
had told me the truth abont the affair. 
She looked stubborn for a moment aud 
wouldn’t answer, but then the tears be­ 
gan to roll down her bruised, discolor­ 
ed cheeks, aud she confessed that she 
didn’t hav e enough food to giv e the ba­ 
by . She worked hard, but her husband 
drank aud took ev ery cent she made 
and beat her ev ery day into the bar­ 
gain. She was fond of the brute in 
spite of all that and told me a long sto­ 
ry about the heav enly nature the fel­ 
low had before he began to drink. 
“ Finally I told her 1 would giv e her 
a quart of milk ev ery day . I wouldn’t 
giv e her the money because I didn’t 
cov et the priv ilege of buy ing bad whis­ 
ky for the husband, but I would pay 
the nearest milk depot, to supply her 
with a quart a day . That would feed 
the baby and 
leav e some for little 
J oe, who didn’t look quite so well as 
he did when the two first began calling 
on tne. 
After thart I didn’t hear any 
more about the case for a week or two. 
Then my friends turned up again. The 
baby looked w’orse than ev er, aud the 
woman’s face was a patchwork in blue 
and green, but little J oe was quite rosy . 
I didn’t understand. The baby was in a 
bad condition, and 1 did what I could 
for it.

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BIRDS THAT DO NOT SING. 


Altboauh They All Utter Vocul Soands 
of Some Kind. 
Singing is applied to birds in the 
same sense that it is to hnman beings— 
the utterance of musical notes. Ev ery 
person makes v ocal sounds of some 
kind, but many persons nev er ¿ attempt 
to sing. So it is with bird^i. 
Thf eagle 
screams, the owl hoots, the wild goose 
honks, the crow caws, bat none of these 
discordant'soundscan be called singing. 
With the poet the singing of birds 
means merry , light hearted joy onsness, 
and most of us are poetic enough to 
v iew it in the same way . 
Birds sing 
most in the spring and the early sum­ 
mer, those happiest seasons of the y ear, 
while employ ed in nest building and in 
rearing their y oung. Many of our most 
musical singers are silent all the rest of 
the y ear; at least they utter only low 
chirpings. It is natural, therefore, that 
lov ers of birds should regard their sing­ 
ing as purely an ex pression of joy in 
the returning spring and in their hap­ 
py occupations. 
Outside of what are properly classed 
as song birds there are many species 
that nev er pretend to sing—ill fact, 
these far ontnnmber the musicians. 
They include the water birds of ev ery 
kiiM, both swimmers and waders; ail 
the birds of prey , eagles, hawks, owls 
aud v ultures, and all the gallinaceous 
tribes, comprising pheasants, partridges, 
turkey s and chickens. 
The gobble of 
the turkey cock, the defiant crow of the 
rooster and ev en the musical call of the 
“ bobwhite” are none of 
them true 
singing, y et it. is quite probable that aJ l 
of these sounds are uttered with pre­ 
cisely similar motiv es to those that in­ 
spire the sweet warbling of the song 
sparrow, the clear whistle of the robin 
or the thrilling music of the wood 
thrush. 
But naturalists hav e set apart a \ ery 
large group as song birds, and ev en 
among these there are many species 
that nev er sing at all. Birds are group­ 
ed according to their anatomical char­ 
acteristics, the structure of their bones, 
bills, feet and wings. 
And thus we 
hav e the songless song birds, looking at 
the matter from the standpoint of the 
classify ing naturalist — Philadelphia 
Time&

“ I felt that it was only my duty to 
write that letter to the president, ” Mr. 
Lala said. 
“ I do not know of anothei 
Filipino in the United States. 
I hav t 
met some of my oonntry men here 
trav elers. I hav e liv ed here now for 12 
y ears. 
Until last April I correspondec 
regularly with my family in Manila. 1 
hav e a father, a brother and a sistei 
there, as well as a brother-in-law, whc 
is an Englishman. 
My last letter from 
them was dated April 17 . Since then 1 
hav en’t heard a word. I do not kuov i 
whether they are aliv e or dead. 
“ About Aguinaldo. I know him quite 
well. 
He is able, energetic and ambi 
tious. He wants to be somebody . 
He 
has therefore joined himself to the in­ 
surgents, and, as he is eminently quali­ 
fied to do, has become their leader. Bui 
as leader of the insurgents he does not 
represent the best elements of the Fili 
piuos—I mean the wealthy , well edu 
cated, progressiv e nativ es. They are not 
with the insurgents in an activ e way . 
They know, as I know, that the Philip 
pine islands are not capable of gov ern­ 
ing themselv es properly , any more thac 
Spain is. Self gov ernment could not be 
as bad as Spanish gov ernment, but the 
better class of Filipinos wanted to defei 
the change from Spanish rule until it 
was apparent that a good gov ernment 
would be established. 
“ The entering of the United Statee 
into the case furnishes the solution, 1 
was entirely within the truth when 1 
said to President McKinley that the 
Uuited States and no other country in 
the world can establish an enlightened 
gov ernment in the Philippines. My 
people will trust the United States. We 
will put our laith in no European mon­ 
archy . ” 
Mr. Lala is a citizen of the United 
States. He is at present engaged in pro­ 
pping a book on the Philippines which 
^will soon be published. In getting to 
gether the material for this work he 
went to Europe and conferred with the 
Filipinos there. 
His v iews on the atti­ 
tude of the best Filipinoa toward the 
United States are baæd, he said, not 
only on his own opinions and knowl­ 
edge, but also on the uuanimons opin 
ions of the European colony of his coun 
try men.—New York Sun.

BIRDS THAT DO NOT SING. 


Although They A ll Utter Vocal Sounds 
of Some Kind. 
Singing is applied to birds in the 
same sense that it is to human beings-— 
the utterance of musical notes. Every 
person makes vocal sounds of some 
kind, but many persons never attempt 
to sing. So it is with birclp. Thtf eagle 
screams, the owl hoots, the wild goose 
honks, the crow caws, bat none of these 
discordant'sounds can be called singing. 
With the poet the singing of birds 
means merry, light hearted joyousness, 
and most of us are poetic enough to 
view it in the same way. Birds sing 
most in the spring and the early sum­ 
mer, those happiest seasons of the year, 
while employed in nest building and in 
rearing their young.

They include the water birds of every 
kiiftl, both swimmers and waders; ail 
the birds of prey, eagles, hawks, owls 
and vultures, and all the gallinaceous 
tribes, comprising pheasants, partridges, 
turkeys and chickens. The gobble of 
the turkey cock, the defiant orow of the 
rooster and even the musical call of the 
“ bobwhite” are none of them true 
singing, yet it. is quite probable that all 
of these sounds are uttered with pre­ 
cisely similar motives to those that in­ 
spire the sweet warbling of the song 
sparrow, the clear whistle of the robin 
or the thrilling music of the wood 
thrush. 
But naturalists have set apart a very 
large group as song birds, and even 
among these there are many species 
that never sing at alb Birds are group­ 
ed according to their anatomical char­ 
acteristics, the structure of their bones, 
bills, feet and wings. And thus we 
have the songless song birds, looking at 
the matter from the standpoint of the 
classifying naturalist — Philadelphia 
Times.

Ramon Reyes Lala. a native of the 
Philippine islands, has written this let­ 
ter to President McKinley: 


41 8 t. Ma r k ’s P lace, N ew York, Aug. 3. 
To His Excellency the President of the United 
S tates: 
D ear S ir—la m so far at* I know the only 
native Filipino in the United States. I came 
here several years ago to escape the religious- 
tyranny and political oppression in my own 
land. 
* 
I became a refugee from Spanish injustice, 
and was forced to flee to a more hospitable 
shore. I have incurred the hatred of the Ma 
nila government by a too free expression ol 
my opinion concerning the robbery and extor­ 
tion that I saw on every hand. My own rela­ 
tives had been despoiled, their property being 
confiscated on the mere suspicion of disaffec­ 
tion—a suspicion, too, that was born of the 
cupidity of official avarice. I myself was threat 
ened, and—I am here happy and contented. 
That same happiness—the manly frivilege 
of freedom—is now almost within the (/rasp c I 
my countrymen. May I ask you, Mr. Presi 
dent, to pause before deciding upon their des­ 
tiny? 
Providence has given you, honored sir, a great 
opportunity—greater even than that which 
immortalized Lincoln. 
He freed 4,OOO,UA 
slaves by one stroke of his pen. You hold in 
your band tile freedom of 10,000,000 slaves— 
a freedom already won by American valor in 
the greatest naval battle of modern times, a 
freedom that only needs your confirmation to 
become a glorious fact. 
To give the Philippines back to Spain is tc 
court future war and internal complication; 
but that is not all. It is to thrust my country 
men back in the slough of despond. It is tc 
set back the wheels of progress a century. It 
is to paralzye the finger of destiny that we 
fondly believed pointed to the consummation 
so devoutly wished, so fiercely fought for. 
It is claimed that the Filipinos are not ready 
for, self government. They have at least dem 
onstrated their dissatisfaction with tyranny, 
and this is surely the first step toward the goal 
of liberty. They have much to learn, and will 
learn it if they only have the chance, and that 
chance 1b only to be found in political freedom. 
For the present I would suggest a provisional 
government, to be maintained until a more 
perm anent management is evolved from the 
complex conditions of the situation. Such ar 
rangements, I believe, in common with the cd 
ucated classes of my countrymen, should bear 
American administration similar to the much 
praised Dutch rule in Java. We are not y d 
prepared to govern ourselves. 
I feel sure that my countrymen will co op 
erate in bringing such a conclusion into effect. 
I know Aguinaldo well. He is patriotic and 
courageous, and I also bespeak his aid. 
On the other hand, to leave things in statv 
quo or to turn the islands over to any Euro 
pean power will be resisted to the death. It 
is for you to give the Philippines a united re 
public—and this is freedom, this is the oppor 
tnnity. I have the honor to be your obdieni 
servant, 
Raymor Reyes Lala. 
A reporter found Mr. Lala the otbei 
night at the rooms of the XX club, in 
Second avenue, near St. Mark’s place, 
in New York. 
“ I felt that it was only my duty to 
write that letter to the president,” Mr. 
Lala said. “ I do not know of anothex 
Filipino in the United States. I havt 
met some of my countrymen here at 
travelers. I have lived here now for 12 
years. Until last April I corresponded 
regularly with my family in Manila. I 
have a father, a brother and a sistei 
there, as well as a brother-in-law, whc 
is an Englishman. My last letter from 
them was dated April 17. Since then I 
haven’t heard a word. I do not know 
whether they are alive or dead. 
‘ ‘ A bout Aguinaldo. I know him quite 
well. He is able, energetic and am bi 
tious. He wants to be somebody. He 
has therefore joined himself to the in­ 
surgents, and, as he is eminently quali­ 
fied to do, has become their leader.

“ The entering of the United State* 
into the case furnishes the solution, ] 
was entirely within the truth when J 
said to President McKinley that the 
United States and no other country in 
the world can establish an enlightened 
government in the Philippines. My 
people will trust the United States. We 
will put our faith in no European mon­

Mr. Lala is a citizen of the United 
States. He is at present engaged in pre­ 
paring a book on the Philippines which 
twill soon be published. In getting to 
gether the material for this work he 
went to Europe and conferred with the 
Filipinos there. His views on the atti­ 
tude of the best Filipinos toward the 
United States are based, he said, not 
only on his own opinions and knowl­ 
edge, but also on the unanimous opin 
ions of the European oolony of his coun­ 
trymen.—New York Sun.

A lthough They A ll U tter Vocal Sounds 
o f Some K ind. 
Singing is applied to birds in the 
same sense that it is to human beings— 
the utterance of musical notes. Every 
person makes vocal sounds of some 
kind, but many persons never attempt 
to sing. So it is with bird#. Thi' eagle 
screams, the owl hoots, the wild goose 
honks, the crow caws, bat none of these 
discordant'sounds can be called singing. 
With the poet the singing of birds 
means merry, light hearted joyousness, 
and most of us are poetic enough to 
view it in the same way. Birds sing 
most in the spring and the early Bum­ 
mer, those happiest seasons of the year, 
while employed in nest building and in 
rearing their young. Many of our most 
musical singers are silent all the rest of 
the year; at least they utter only low 
chirpings. It is natural, therefore, that 
lovers of birds should regard their sing­ 
ing as purely an expression of joy in 
the returning spring and in their hap­ 
py occupations. 
Outside of what are properly classed 
as song birds there are many species 
that never pretend to sing—in fact, 
these far outnumber the musicians. 
They include the water birds of every 
kiiM, both swimmers and waders; all 
the birds of prey, eagles, hawks, owls 
and vultures, and all the gallinaceous 
tribes, comprising pheasants, partridges, 
turkeys and chickens. The gobble of 
the turkey cock, the defiant crow of the 
rooster and even the musical call of the 
“ bobwhite” are none of them true 
singing, yet it. is quite probable that all 
of these sounds are uttered with pre 
cisely similar motives to those that in­ 
spire the sweet warbling of the song 
sparrow, the clear whistle of the robin 
or the thrilling music of the wood 
thrush. 
Bat naturalists have set apart a very 
large group as song birds, and even 
among these there are many species 
that never sing at all. Birds are group­ 
ed according to their anatomical char­ 
acteristics, the structure of their bones, 
bills, feet and wings. And thus we 
have the songless song birds, looking at 
the matter from the standpoint of the 
classifying naturalist. — Philadelphia 
Times.

To Hit* Excellency the President of the United 
S tates: 
D e a r R i r - I 
r h j 
s o far a n i know t h e only 
native Filipino in the United States. I came 
here several year* ago to escape the religious 
tyranny and political oppression in m y own 
land. 
I became a refugee from Spanish injustice, 
and was forced to flee to a more hospitable 
shore. I have incurred the hatred of the Ma­ 
nila governm ent by a too free expression of 
my opinion concerning the robbery and extor­ 
tion that I saw on every hand. My own rela­ 
tives had been despoiled, their property being 
confiscated on the m ere suspicion of disaffec­ 
tion—a suspicion, too, that was born of the 
cupidity of official avarice. I myself was threat 
ened, and—I am here happy and contented. 
That same happiness—the manly privilege 
of freedom—is now almost within the ({rasp cl 
my countrym en. 
May I ask you, Mr. Prosi 
dent, to pause before deciding upon their des 
tiny? 
Providence has given you, honored sir, a great 
opportunity—greater even than that which 
im m ortalized 
Lincoln. 
He 
freed 
4,OOO,Ut* 
slaves by one stroke of his pen. 
You hold in 
your hand tin? freedom of 10,000,000 slaves— 
a freedom already won by American valor in 
the greatest naval battle of modern tim es, a 
freedom that only needs your confirmation tc 
become a glorious fact. 
To give the Philippines back to Spain is tc 
court future w ar and internal com plication; 
but that, is not all. It is to th ru st my country 
men back in th e slongh of despond. It is tc 
set back the wheels of progress a century. It 
is to paralzye the finger of destiny th a t we 
fondly believed pointed to the consummation 
so devoutly wished, so fiercely fought for. 
It is claimed th a t the Filipinos are not ready 
for, self governm ent. They have a t least dem ­ 
onstrated their dissatisfaction w ith tyranny, 
and this is surely the first step tow ard the goal 
of liberty. They have much to learn, and will 
learn it if they only have the chance, and that 
chance is only to be found in political freedom. 
For the present I would suggest a provisional 
governm ent, to be m aintained until a more 
perm anent m anagem ent is evolved from the 
complex conditions of the situation. Such ar 
rangem ents, I believe, in common w ith tho cd 
ucated classes of my countrym en, should b ea r 
American adm inistration sim ilar to the much 
praised Dutch rule in Java. We are not yei 
prepared to govern ourselves. 
I feel sure th a t my countrym en will co op 
erate in bringing such a conclusion into effect. 
I know Aguinaldo well. He is patriotic and 
courageous, and I also bespeak his aid. 
On the other hand, to leave things in statv 
quo or to turn the islands over to any Euro 
pean power w ill be resisted to the death. Ii 
is for you to give the Philippines a united re 
public—and this is freedom, this is the oppor 
tunity. I have the honor to be your obdieni 
servant, 
R a y j io n R e y e s L a l a . 
A reporter found Mr. Lala the othei 
night at the rooms of the XX club, in 
Second avenue, near St. Mark’s place 
in New York. 
“ I felt that it was only my duty to 
write that letter to the president,” Mr, 
Lala said. “ I do not know of anothei 
Filipino in the United States. I havt 
met some of my countrymen here at 
travelers. I have lived here now for IS 
years. Until last April I corresponded 
regularly with my family in Manila. J 
have a father, a brother and a sistei 
there, as well as a brother-in-law, who 
is an Englishman. My last letter from 
them was dated April 17. Since then I 
haven’t heard a word. I do not know 
whether they are alive or dead. 
“ About Aguinaldo. I know him quite 
well. He is able, energetic and am bi 
tions. He wants to be somebody. He 
has therefore joined himself to the in­ 
surgents, and, as he is eminently qnali 
fled to do, has become their leader. But 
as leader of the insurgents he does not 
represent the best elements of the Fili 
Pinos—I mean the wealthy, well edu 
cated, progressive natives. They are not 
with the insurgents in an active way. 
They know, as I know, that the Philip 
pine islands are not capable of govern­ 
ing themselves properly, any more thai] 
Spain is. Self government could not be 
as bad as Spanish government, but the 
better class of Filipinos wanted to defei 
the change from Spanish rule until it 
was apparent that a good government 
would be established. 
“ The entering of the United State* 
into the case furnishes the solution. I 
was entirely within the truth when J 
saitl to President McKinley that the 
United States and no other country in 
the world can establish an enlightened 
government in the Philippines. My 
people will trust the United States. We 
will put our faith in no European mon­ 
archy. ’ ’ 
Mr. Lala is a citizen of the United 
States. He is at present engaged in pre­ 
paring a book on the Philippines which 
will soon be published. In getting to 
gether the material for this work he 
went to Europe and conferred with the 
Filipinos there. His views on the atti­ 
tude of the best Filipinos toward the 
United States are based, he said, not 
only on his own opinions and knowl­ 
edge, but also on the unanimous opin 
ions of the European colony of his coun­ 
trymen.—New York Sun.

Before any of these parties went in 
there was a gentleman went to the side 
door and rapped, someone answered and 
the man waited, and Mr. Kountz came 
to the door and handed him a bottle of 
some dark liquid. After we had got in 
the saloon we went upstairs into the 
middle room, where we found three 
parties, one in bed and two sitting 
in

room. 
In the back 
room 
we found an­ 
other man, who seemed to be packing 
a satchel. 
Some glasses with fresh 
froth in the bottom of them were stand­ 
ing on the stairway .

names of all the parties, and upon their 
promise to appear before the may or we 
permitted them to go.

William H. Hines was next and said ; 
•T don’t know what date it was. not I 
was there on Sunday with 
George 
Betts and Edward McCnllongh. I met 
them in the Diamond. 
I went with 
them to Kenntz’s saloon and knocked 
on the door. Two of ns went through 
the middle room to reach the stairway , 
and the other man went through the 
hallway . 
I didn’t see any body on the 
first floor bnt Kountz. 
I saw Wy ant 
when we came down, I think he was in 
the center of the room.

Konntz was upstairs while the officers 
were there. I didn’t give my right 
name to the officers.

th eir wav s. Continning, he said to the 
little k n o t of friends who had gathered 
ab o u t him at the Thompson House: 
“ When the war began these people in 
Mex ico rather wondered that onr Uncle 
Sam, for he’s mine just as much as he 
ev er was. had the courage to face a 
n atio n lik e Spain. 
They muttered in 
lo w tones abont Admiral Sampson and 
h is fleet, with now and then a smile at 
th e b lo ck ad e 
of Hav ana, and when the 
n ews of Admiral Dewey’s v ictory came 
th ey lau g h ed 
outright.lt was such a good 
;,o k e th ey 
refused to believ e a word of it, 
an d o n ly 
thought the ‘Yankee pigs’ were 
g ru n tin g 
a little to keep tbeir courage 
up. if Yankee or any other kind of pigs 
ev er d o that sort of thing. 
For six 
week s th ey laughed. 
Then it began to 
b e a serio u s matter. News came from 
a so u rce they could not deny, and they 
were conv inced. But they did not lose 
co u rag e. Instead they only mattered a 
little more and confidently 
awaited 
n ews of a Spanish v ictory. 
They be­ 
liev ed their forces were sure to win.

Work Them. 
Dynamite guns, such as are used up< u 
the Vesuv ius, are operated upon an en­ 
tirely different principle from the ordi­ 
nary powdf^r guns. 
They hav e engines 
and boilers and air conipiessors and 
coolers and all sorts of intricat^^e ma­ 
chinery in a house not far away, ly 
which the projectiles are fired. 
The 
dynamite or ggu cotton or explosiv e 
gelatin or whatev er the explosiv e ma* 
terial may l>e is contained in the pro­ 
jectile only This projectile is called an 
‘‘aerial torpedo” by the mannfactnrers 
and is explc» ded by means of a fuse 
similar to any powder gun’a 
Dynamite or any other high explosiv e 
cannot be used in an ordinary cannon, 
because the powder would explode the 
dynamite before it left the gun, there­ 
fore the system of using compressed air 
came into v ogue as the only method of 
throwing dynamite to any distance. The 
air is compressed and passed along 
through v arious tubes before reaching 
the gun and is used at about 1,000 
pounds pressure to the square inch, 
which is much less than the pewer of 
powder. 
Dynamite will be exploded at 
about 5,000 pounds pressure to the 
square inch. 
These guns are enormoub 
affairs, smoothbore, 50 feet in length, 
made of the best iron, in three sections! 
flanged and bolted together and support 
ed on a steel carriage. 
The carriage is 
mounted upon a steel racing ring, sc 
called, and the system of handling is by 
means of an electric motor. 
As these 
gnus are cov ered by a large number of 
patents they are v ery expensiv e, costing 
the gov ernment many thousands of dol­ 
lars each. 
Fifteen men in relays are 
required to work them. 
The gunner stands upon a platforn] 
on the left side of the carriage, nses a 
fine telescopic sight, and when all is 
ready he pulls a lev er which allows the 
compressed air to enter the gun, and 
the discharge takes place. 
These guns 
are all loaded at the breech, and th< 
projectile is handled by a separate car­ 
riage. The projectile is abont 10 feet in 
length for the 15 inch gun, and when 
charged with 500 pounds of dynamitt 
or gun cotton 
weighs fully 1,000 
ponnda 
It is a steel tube composed of 
walls three-sixteentbe of an inch thick 
and has a spiral v ane at the rear. 
The 
fuse is a foot in length and weighs 20 
pounds. This fuse contains two pounds 
and a half of dry gnn cotton and a few 
grams of fulminate of mercury as a de­ 
tonator. 
It is set to explode at impaci 
or as the gunner may desire as to time.

No Fixa tion In Space. 
The common idea as to the path ol 
the earth being ‘‘fixed in space” is tak­ 
en exception to by astronomers on tht 
ground that there are few if any things 
in the domain of astronomy that can 
really be called fixtd space, that fact 
being that unceasing changes are going 
on, though these changes are generally 
so slow as to escape the notice of a su 
perficial observ er, but are fortunately 
periodic, so that they fall within the 
possibility of computation. 
Thus the 
earth’s path is not fixed, since the 
ecliptic undergoes a v ery slow change, 
so that, while at present it is a few sec 
onds more than 23 degrees 27 minutes, 
in about 15,000 years, astronomers cal­ 
culate, it will be reduced to 22 de^eee 
15 minutes, after which it will begin to 
kncrease again, a change so slow and 
within such narrow limits that it can 
produce no sensib!w alteration in the 
seasona—Kansas City J ournal.'

Archbishop Corrigan’s priv ate secre- 
tary. Father Connolly, recently return­ 
ed to New York from Cuba, audexpticth 
to go back there v ery soon to contimn 
bis serv ice as a v olunteer chaplain. lit 
was busy with his accustomed work at 
the archbishop’s house at the time the 
Relief was preparing to go to Santiago, 
and had no more idea of taking any 
part in the war than the archbishoi 
himself had. 
There suidenly came to the archbish­ 
op a request for a chaplain to go on tht 
Relief. The request came at an inoppor­ 
tune moment, for the Urch bishop was 
not able to comply with it, because tht 
clergyman whom he had in mind in 
case there came a call for a chaplain, 
was confined to his bed by sickijess. 
No other clergyman could be i panid. 
or at least, was able to respond to th< 
sudden call. Then Father Connolly v ol­ 
unteered. Thus it happened that wdiere- 
as in the morning he was in the midsi 
of the extensiv e correspondence and ad­ 
ministration of the largest of Catholic 
dioceses in the United States, he was 
in the afternoon a chaplain in the Unit­ 
ed States sendee aboard the Relief and 
on his way to Cuba. 
Father Connolly had an oportunit\ 
better perhaps than that which many 
of the chaplains secured of studying tht 
insurgents, at least that part of the in­ 
surgent army which was in or near 
Santiago. 
His opinion is that it was 
most fortunate that the United States 
did not recognize the independence of a 
republic established hymen of the char­ 
acter of the insurgents. 
His opinion is expressed with great 
consideration for all that these people 
hav e endured. 
He has admiration foi 
their courage and their patient endur­ 
ance of suffering, bnt he feels that thev 
are in some respects to he likened to the 
bondsmen of the south who were made 
free by the war for the Union. 
He feels that they are to be judged 
with lenity because they hav e been the 
v ictims of almost as many years of in­ 
justice as were the black men of the 
sonth, and it is not fair to judge those 
who were subjected to such experiences- 
as men who hav e liv ed as free citizens- 
would be judged. 
He does not doubt 
that the time will come when the help 
fui influences of freedom and justice 
will qualify these people for an impor­ 
tant part in gov ernment, but he has 
serions doubts about their ability now 
to nndertake a gov ernment which will 
be satisfactory to the people of Onba. 
Father Connolly was greatly impress­ 
ed with the conduct of the negro sol­ 
diers at Santiago, and is of the opinion 
that President McKinley will 
find 
among the negroes of the United States 
the v ery qualities, physical and mental, 
which are required for satisfactory mil­ 
itary serv ice in Cuba. Father Connolly 
thinks that the black soldiers will with­ 
stand the climatic influences and that 
their capacity as soldiers, their implicit 
faith in their superior officers and the 
perfect discipline of which they are 
capable were abundantly displayed af 
the time of the historic battle of Santi­ 
ago and its env irons. 
This opinion of the merits of th< 
negro soldier who has been enlisted as 
a regular in the United States army foi 
the peculiar military work which musi 
be done in Cuba and Porto Rico is echo 
ed by others who hav e recently comt 
to New York and who saw the black 
soldiers in the fearful fighting of tht 
2d of J uly. 
Among these is Mason Mitchell, 
t 
man well known in artistic and dra 
matic circles in New York, who went 
to the front as a member of the rough 
riders’ regiment. 
He said while speak 
ing of the black soldiers that twt 
months ago he thought of them only as 
men qualified to do the menial duties 
of the camp, perhaps to cook or to wail 
upon officerà 
But when be saw them coming out 
from the reserv es, marching as though 
they were on parade as nexrly as tht 
country would permit, adv ancing in 
the face of a deadly fire with perfect 
coolness, and yet with splendid ardor, 
forcing their way up the hill without 
a sign of panic, and then making a 
glorious charge ov er the 
trenches, 
sweeping that deadly Spanish 
line 
away—then Mitchell says he and others 
who were near him could not restrain 
their enthusiasm and did not want to, 
but cheered the black American soldiers 
as enthnsiastically as they would hav e 
cheered the petted regiment which 
sometimes marches down Broadway, 
the admiration of New York. 
“ Nobody,” said Mitchell, “ will ev er 
be permitted in my presence or in the 
presence of any of those who saw the 
black men on the 2d of J uly at Santiago 
say one word in depreciation of them. 
There are no men in the American army 
who deserv e more credit than they. 
And they will make the ideal soldiers 
for the protection of life and liberty in 
Cuba and in Porto Rico. ” —Holland in 
Philadelphia Press.

DYNAMITE GUNS. 


Fifteen Men In Relays Are R equired to 
W ork Them. 
Dynamite guns, such as are used up< ii 
the Vesuvius, are operated upon an en­ 
tirely different principle from the ordi­ 
nary powder guns. They have engines 
and boilers and air compiessors and 
coolers and all sorts of intricate ma­ 
chinery in a house not far away, by 
which the projectiles are fired. The 
dynamite or ggn cotton or explosive 
gelatin or whatever the explosive ma* 
terial may be is contained in the pro­ 
jectile only This projectile is called an 
‘‘aerial torpedo’’ by the manufacturers 
and is exploded by means of a fuse 
similar to any powder gun’s. 
Dynamite or any other high explosive 
cannot be used in an ordinary cannon, 
because the powder would explode the 
dynamite before it left the gun, there­ 
fore the system of using compressed air 
came into vogue as the only method of 
throwing dynamite to any distance. The 
air is compressed and passed along 
through various tubes before reaching 
the gun and is used at about 1,000 
pounds pressure to the square inch 
which is much less than the pawer of 
powder. Dynamite will be exploded at 
about 5, OOO pounds pressure to the 
square inch. 
These guns are enormous 
affairs, smoothbore, 50 feet in length 
made of the best iron, in three sections 
flanged and bolted together and support 
ed on a steel carriage. The carriage is 
mounted upon a steel racing ring, sc 
called, and the system of handling is by 
means of an electric motor. 
As these 
guns are covered by a large number of 
patents they are very expensive, costing 
the government many thousands of dol 
lars each. 
Fifteen men in relays 
required to work them. 
The gunner stands upon a platform 
on the left side of the carriage, uses a 
fine telescopic sight, and when all 
ready he pulls a lever which allows the 
compressed air to enter the gun, and 
the discharge takes place. These gum 
are all loaded at the breech, and th( 
projectile is handled by a separate car 
riage. The projectile is about IO feet in 
length for the 15 inch gun, and when 
charged with 500 pounds of dynamite 
or gun cotton 
weighs fully 1,000

N o F ixation In Space. 
The common idea as to the path of 
the earth being “ fixed in space” is tak­ 
en exception to by astronomers on the 
ground that there are few if any things 
in the domain of astronomy that can 
really be called fixed space, that fact 
being that unceasing changes are going 
on, though these changes are generally 
so slow as to escape the notice of a su­ 
perficial observer, but are fortunately 
periodic, so that they fall within the 
possibility of computation. 
Thus the 
earth’s path is not fixed, since the 
ecliptic undergoes a very slow change, 
so that, while at present it is a few sec­ 
onds more than 23 degrees 27 minutes, 
in about 15,000 years, astronomers cal­ 
culate, it w ill be reduced to 22 degrees 
16 minutes, after which it will begin to 
Increase again, a change so slow and 
within such narrow limits that it caD 
produce no sensibly alteration in the 
seasons.—Kansas City Journal.

Archbishop Corrigan's private seer* 
tary, Father Connolly, recently return 
ed to New YTork from Cuba, aud expect* 
to go back there very soon to contin ut 
his service as a volunteer chaplain. lit 
was busy with his accustomed work al 
the archbishop’s house at the time th* 
Relief was preparing to go to Santiago, 
and had no more idea of taking any 
part in the war than the archbishop 
himself had. 
There suddenly came to the archbish 
op a request for a chaplain to go on flit 
Relief. The request came at an inoppor 
tune moment, for the arch bishop wa* 
not able to comply with it, because tht 
clergyman whom he had in mind in 
case there came a call for a chaplain, 
was confined to his bed by sickness. 
No other clergyman could be I par od. 
or at least, was able to respond to the 
sudden call. Then Father Connolly vol­ 
unteered. Thus it happened that where­ 
as in the morning he was in the midst 
of the extensive correspondence and ad­ 
ministration of the largest of Catholic 
dioceses in the United States, he was 
in the afternoon a chaplain in the Unit­ 
ed States sen’ice aboard the Relief and 
on hie way to Cuba. 
Father Connolly had an oportnnity 
better perhaps than that which many 
of the chaplains secured of studying the 
insurgents, at least that part of the in­ 
surgent army which was in or near 
Santiago. 
His opinion is that it was 
most fortunate that the United States 
did not recognize the independence of a 
republic established hymen of the char­ 
acter of the insurgents. 
His opinion is expressed with great 
consideration for all that these people 
have endured. 
He has admiration for 
their courage and their patient endur­ 
ance of suffering, but he feels that they 
are in some respects to be likened to the 
bondsmen of the south who were made 
free by the war for the Union. 
He feels that they are to be judged 
with lenity because they have been the 
victims of almost as many years of in­ 
justice as were the black men of the 
south, and it is not fair to judge those 
who were subjected to such experience* 
as men who have lived as free citizen* 
would be judged. 
He does not doubt 
that the time w ill come when the help 
ful influences of freedom and justice 
w ill qualify these people for an impor­ 
tant part in government, but he ha* 
serious doubts about their ability now 
to undertake a government which will 
be satisfactory to the people of Cuba. 
Father Connolly was greatly impress­ 
ed with the conduct of the negro sol­ 
diers at Santiago, and is of the opinion 
that 
President McKinley will 
find 
among the negroes of the United State* 
the very qualities, physical and mental, 
which are required for satisfactory mil 
itary service in Cuba. Father Connolly 
thinks that the black soldiers w ill with 
stand the climatic influences and that 
their capacity as soldiers, their implicit 
faith in their superior officers and the 
perfect discipline of which they are 
capable were abundantly displayed at 
the time of the historic battle of Santi 
ago and its environs. 
This opinion of the merits of the 
negro soldier who has been enlisted a* 
a regular in the United States army foi 
the peculiar military work which must 
be done in Cuba and Porto Rico is echo 
ed by others who have recently come 
to New York and who saw the black 
soldiers in the fearful fighting of the 
2d of July. 
Among these is Mason Mitchell, a 
man well known in artistic and dra 
matic circles in New York, who wen! 
to the front as a member of the rough 
riders’ regiment. 
He said while speak 
ing of the black soldiers that twc 
months ago he thought of them only a* 
men qualified to do the menial dutie* 
of the camp, perhaps to cook or to wait 
upon officera 
But when he saw them coming out 
from the reserves, marching as though 
they were on parade as nearly as th* 
country would permit, advancing in 
the face of a deadly fire with perfect 
coolness, and yet with splendid ardor, 
forcing their way up the hill without 
a sign of panic, and then making a 
glorious 
charge 
over the 
trenches, 
sweeping that deadly Spanish 
line 
away— then Mitchell says he and other* 
who were near him could not restrain 
their enthusiasm arid did not want to, 
but cheered the black American soldier* 
as enthusiastically as they would have 
cheered the petted regiment which 
sometimes marches down Broadway, 
the admiration of New York. 
“ Nobody,” said Mitchell, “ w ill ever 
be permitted in my presence or in the 
presence of any of those who saw the 
black men on the 2d of July at Santiago 
say one word in depreciation of them. 
There are no men in the American army 
who deserve more credit than they. 
And they w ill make the ideal soldiers 
for the protection of life and liberty in 
Cuba and in Porto Rico. ”—Holland in 
Philadelphia Press.

In the extremo no rtheast rises the | 
highest peak o f the central co rdillera 
in the Luquillo sierra, kno wn as “ El 
Yunque,’’ o r “ The • A nvil,’’ vario usly 
estimated at fro m 3,600 to 4,500 feet in 
height. The hills are o f lesser elevatio n 
to ward the west and so uthwest, but 
the who le no rth central co untry is rug­ 
ged and uneven. 
Between the spurs 
fro m the main range lie innumerable 
secluded valleys, where the so il is o f 
great fertility. The impressive features 
o f the landscape are the ro unded sum­ 
mits o f the multitudino us hillsT which 
leave the co ast in co nstantly risitig bil­ 
lo ws that finally break against the co r­ 
dillera vertebra; yet all are cultivable, 
and cultivated to their very crests, 
tho ugh the higher mo untain peaks are 
fo rest clad. 
Mo re than 1,300 streams, it is said, 
o f which number perhaps 40 o r 50 at­ 
tain to the dignity o f rivers, rise in the 
hills and seek the co asts, mo st o f them 
mnning no rtherly, tho ugh the best har­ 
bo rs are In the west and so uth.

no twithstanding the great river flo w

are the cedar and maho gany, walnut 
and laurel, with many o thers no ted fo r 
their nseful wo o ds. 
Thro ngho nt the 
island are fo und tho se trees and shrubs 
valuable fo r their gums, as the mamey, 
guaiao um and co pal, while the list o f 
medicinal plants includes mo st o f tho se, 
invaluable 
to 
o nr 
pharmao o paeias, 
which tro pical America has given to 
the wo rld. These are the silvestres, na­ 
ture’s wild children, bnt o f cultivated 
plants there is no species peculiar to 
the tro pics that do es no t flo urish here. 
In the litto ral levels, between the 
mo untains and the sea, gro ws the sug­ 
ar cane, which may be cultivated up to 
an altitude o f 3,000 feet. 
It was intro ­ 
duced here fro m Santo Do mingo , hav- 
iug been bro ught to America either 
fnmi Spain o r the Canaries. The annn- 
al yield o f sugar is estimated at abo ut 
70,000 to ns. 
, in these fertile lo wlands also to bacco 
(hies exceedingly well, and the annual 
pro ductio n is said to be quite 7,000,000 
po unds, it may be cultivated o n the 
hills,, but the true mo untain lo ver is the 
co ffee,, y? hich do es no t do well belo w 
,600 feet and is at its best 1,000 feet 
alio ve th» sea. It was first bro ught here 
fro m Miirtiuiqne in 1722, and no w 
yields to the extent o f 17,000 to ns an­ 
nually. Maize, the true Indian co rn, is 
iudigeuo ns, as is the yucca, the abo rigi­ 
n al‘‘staff o f life, "and bo th gro w ev­ 
erywhere, as well as the pineapple, 
which is mo re reliable and mo re uni 
versal than the [leach o f o ur no rth tem­ 
perate zo ne. 
Co tto n and rice are fo und 
at nearly all elevatio ns, the latter, 
which is the chief fo o d o f many labo r­ 
ers, being what is kno wn as the mo un­ 
tain variety 
Bananas and plaintaius are wo nderful­ 
ly pro lific, beanug fruk in ten mo uths 
fro m planting. 
The plants virtually 
last 60 years, beiug equally lo ng lived 
with the co co a palm, which pro duces 
nuts in six o r seven years and there­ 
after during the space o f an o rdinary 
,life, its yield being recko ned at 100 
nuts a year. 
The annual pro duct o f 
bananas is given as 200,000,000 and o f 
o o co anuts 3,000,000 
The entire range 
o f tro pical fruits is represented here, 
such as the guava, lime, o range, agua- 
cace, sapCKjiilla and avo cado pear, while 
all subtro pic vegetables may be raised, 
including tho se o f the so uth temperate 
zo ne, such, fo r instance, as are gro wn 
in Flo rida. 
The mineral kingdo m has no t been 
so exhaustively explo ited as the vegeta­ 
ble, but mo re than traces have been 
fo und o f co pper, co al and iro n, as well 
as vast depo sits o f salt. 
The rivers at 
o ne time ran to the sea o ver beds o f 
go lden sand, and fro m the streams to ­ 
day (as in the neighbo ring island o f 
Santo Do mingo , where the first Ameri­ 
can go ld was disco vered) the natives 
wash o ut nuggets by the crude pro w­ 
esses o f that distant day when Aguey- 
naba went pro specting with his false 
friend, Po nce de Leo n.

WasHiMiTON, Aug. 16.— News reached 
the war department yesterday that the 
Spanish regulars and vo lunteers in Ha 
vana were Sundo y rio ting and fighting. 
This presenred a new phase o f the C.’u- 
ban situatio n, and sho uld the rio ting 
co ntinue the go vernment may be fo rced 
to send an army to Havana to preserxe 
while the nego tiatio ns are in pro gress 
fo r tlie evacuatio n o f the island. 
The rio t began o ver the po rting o f the 
pro to co l. 
The news o f its signing 
reached General Blanco o n Saturday 
night, at the time Premier Sagaata’s o r­ 
ders to suspend ho stilities were co n­ 
veyed thro ugh General Greely. The 
terms o f the pro tiwo l were po sted in 
Havana o n Sunday at the palace, at the 
military barracks and in the co nspicu­ 
o us places aro und the Ho tel Inglaterra, 
the Ho tel Pasaje, the Presidio and the 
Taco u theaters, all o f these being o n the 
Prado r, o r Sunday pro menade. 
The vo lunteers resented the co mpli­ 
ance o f Blanco asa part o f the co n- 
spiracv against the lo cal go vernment, 
and the rio ting began.

Soil and Vast D eposits o f M ineral*—Few 
R eptiles, b u t Many Insects. 


Mr. Frederick A. Ober, late commis­ 
sioner in Porto Rico of the Columbian 
exposition, contributes to The Century 
an article on “ The Island of Porto 
Rico.” Mr. Ober says: 
In the extremo northeast rises the 
nighest peak of the central cordillera 
in the Luquillo sierra, known as “ El 
Yunque, ” or “ The • Anvil,' ’ variously 
estimated at from 3,600 to 4,600 feet in 
Might. The hills are of lesser elevation 
toward the west and southwest, but 
the whole north central country is rug­ 
ged and uneven. Between the spurs 
ifaun tho main range lie innumerable 
secluded valleys, where the soil is of 
great fertility. The impressive features 
of the landscape are the rounded sum­ 
mits of the multitudinous hills,* which 
leave the coast in constantly rising bil­ 
lows that finally break against the cor­ 
dillera vertebra; yet all are cultivable, 
and cultivated to their very crests, 
though the higher mountain peaks are 
forest dad. 
More than 1,300 streams, it is said, 
of which number perhaps 40 or 60 at­ 
tain to the dignity of rivers, rise in the 
hills and seek the coasts, most of them 
running northerly, though the best har 
bon are in the west and sooth. But 
notwithstanding the great river flow 
portions of the island in the southwest 
Ere afflicted with drought at times, 
owing to the precipitation of the north 
east “trades” against the northern hilla 
The higher hills are clothed in the 
exuberant and diversified vegetation o:! 
the tropical forest, where tree ferns 
flourish, and groat gum trees aud moan 
tnip palms tower aloft At lower levels 
are the cedar and mahogany, walnut 
and laurel, with many othen noted for 
their useful woods. 
Throughout the 
island are found those trees and shrubs 
valuable for their gums, as the mamey, 
guaiaoum and copal, while the list oi! 
medicinal plants includes most of those, 
invaluable 
to 
our 
pharmacopeias, 
which tropical America has given to 
the world. These are the silvestres, na 
ture’awild children, bat of cultivator 
plants there is no species peculiar to 
tile tropics that does not flourish here. 
In the littoral levels, between the 
mountains and the sea, grows the aug 
ar cane, which may be cultivated up to 
an altitude of 3.000 feet. It was intro 
duced here from Santo Domingo, hav 
iug been brought to America either 
from Spain or tho Canaries. The annu 
a1 yield of sugar is estimated at about 
70,000 tons. 
, In these fertile lowlands also tobacco 
does exceedingly well, and the annual 
production is said to Im quite 7,000,000 
pounds. It may be cultivated on the 
bills, but the true mountain lover is the 
coffee,, which does not do well below 
,600 fi&t and is at its best 1,000 feet 
above 
8ea* If was Arsf brought here 
from Martinique in 1722, and now 
yields to the extent of 17,000 tons an­ 
nually. Maize, the true Indian corn, is 
indigenous, as is the yucca, the aborigi­ 
nal ‘‘staff of life,” and both grow ev­ 
erywhere, as well as the pineapple, 
which is more reliable and more uni 
versal than the peach of our north tem­ 
perate zone. Cotton and rice are found 
at nearly all elevations, the latter, 
which is the chief food of many labor­ 
ers, being what is known as the moun 
tain variety 
Bananas aud plantains are wonderful­ 
ly prolific, bearing fruit in ten months 
from planting: 
The plants virtually 
last 00 years, being equally long lived 
with the cocoa palm, which produces 
nuts in six or seven years and there­ 
after during the space of an ordinary 
life, its yield being reckoned at IOO 
nuts a year. The annual product of 
bananas is given as 300,000,000 and of 
cocoanuts 8,000,000 
The entire range 
of tropical fruits is represented here, 
such as the guava, lime, orange, agua­ 
cate, sapodilla and avocado pear, while 
all subtropic vegetables may be raised, 
including those of the south temperate 
zone, such, for instance, as are grown 
in Florida. 
The mineral kingdom has not been 
so exhaustively exploited as the vegeta­ 
ble, but more than traces have been 
found of copper, coal and iron, as well 
as vast deposits of salt. The rivers at 
one time ran to the sea over beds of 
golden sand, and from the streams to­ 
day (as in the neighboring island of 
Santo Domingo, where the first Ameri­ 
can gold was discovered) the natives 
wash out nuggets by the crude proc­ 
esses of that distant day when Aguey- 
naba went prospecting with his false 
friend, Ponce de Leon. 
There are no native quadrupeds here 
larger than the agouti and the armadil­ 
lo, but birds are relatively numerous, 
with a few of Ane song and some of 
brilliant plumage. All domestic fowl 
do well here, aud the great pastures of 
tho northeast and southeast suppott vast 
herds of cattle and horses, which suffice 
not only for the ueeds of the island, but 
are exported to all parts of the West 
Indies, being held in high esteem. 
There are no poisonous reptiles to be 
feared, but insects of questionable char­ 
acter are too numerous for comfort. 
This island indeed were a paradise 


without 
them. even with tnem tee 
inhabitants seem to experience little 
trouble 
The worst of tbes^ are the 
scorpions, cetitipeds, tarantulas, wasps, 
mosquitoes, some species of ants, ticks, 
chigoes aud fleas. The heat of a tropical 
climate like that of Porto Rico, which, 
though rarely exceeding 90 degrees, is 
continuous, is conducive to the breed­ 
ing of insect pests of all sorts.

Mr. Frederick A. Ober, late commis­ 
sioner in Porto Rico of the Columbian 
exposition, contributes to The Century 
an article on “ The Island of Porto 
Rico. ” M r. Ober says: 
In the extremo northeast rises the 
highest peak of the central cordillera 
in the Luquillo sierra, known as “ El 
Yunque, ” or “ The • Anvil, ” variously 
estim ated at from 3,600 to 4,500 feet in 
height. The hills are of lesser elevation 
toward the west and southwest, but 
the whole north central country is rug­ 
ged and uneven. 
Between the spurs 
from th e main range lie innum erable 
secluded valleys, where the soil is of 
great fertility. The im pressive features 
of the landscape are the rounded sum­ 
m its of the m ultitudinous h illv which 
leave the ooast in constantly rising bil­ 
lows th at Anally break against the cor­ 
dillera vertebra; yet all are cultivable, 
and cultivated to th eir very crests, 
though the higher m ountain peaks are 
forest d ad . 
More than 1,300 streams, it is said, 
of which number perhaps 40 or 60 at­ 
tain to the dignity of rivers, rise in the 
hills and seek the coasts, most of them 
running northerly, though the best har 
bora are in the west and south. 
But 
notwithstanding the great river flow 
portions of the island in the southwest 
are afflicted with drought at times, 
owing to the precipitation of the north­ 
east “ trades” against the northern hill* 
The higher hills are olothed in the 
exuberant and diversified vegetation of 
the tropical forest, where tree ferns 
flourish, and great gum trees and moon 
tain palms tower aloft At lower levels 
are the cedar and mahogany, walnut 
and laurel, with many others noted for 
their useful woods. 
Throughout the 
island are found those trees and shrubs 
valuable for their gams, as the mamey, 
gnaiaonm and copal, while the list of 
medicinal plants includes most of those, 
invaluable 
to 
our 
pharmacopeias, 
which tropical America has given to 
the world. These are the silvestres, na­ 
ture’s wild children, bot of cultivated 
plants there is no species peculiar to 
the tropics that does not flourish here. 
In the littoral levels, between the 
m onntains and the sea, grows the sug­ 
ar cane, which may be cultivated up to 
an altitude of 3,000 feet. 
It was intro­ 
duced here from Santo Domingo, hav­ 
ing been 
brought to America either 
from Spain or tho Canaries. The annu­ 
al yield of sugar is estim ated at about 
70,000 tons. 
, In these fertile lowlands also tobacco 
does exceedingly well, aud the annual 
production is said to be quite 7,000,000 
pounds. 
It may be cultivated on the 
trills,, but the true m ountain lover is the 
coffee,, which does not do well below 
,600 feet and is at its best 1,000 feet 
alcove the sea. It was first brought here 
from 
M artinique in 1722, and now 
yields to the extent of 17,000 tons an­ 
nually. Maize, the true Indian corn, is 
indigenous, as is the yucca, the aborigi­ 
nal “ staff of life,” and both grow ev­ 
eryw here, as well as the pineapple, 
w hich is more reliable and more uni 
versal than the peach of our north tem ­ 
perate zone. 
Cotton and rice are found 
a t nearly all elevations, the latter, 
which is the chief food of m any labor­ 
ers, being w hat is known as the m oun­ 
tain variety 
, 
Bananas aud p lan tain s are wonderful­ 
ly prolific, bearing fruit in ten months 
from planting: 
The plants virtually 
last 60 years, being equally long lived 
w ith the cocoa palm, which produces 
nuts in six or seven years and there­ 
after during the space of an ordinary 
life, its yield being reckoned at IOO 
nuts a year. 
The annual product of 
bananas is given as 200,000,000 and of 
cocoanuts 3,000,000 
The entire range 
of tropical fruits is represented here, 
such as the guava, lime, orange, agua­ 
cate. sapodillu and avocado pear, while 
all subtropic vegetables may be raised, 
including those of the south tem perate 
zone, such, for instance, as are grown 
in Florida. 
The m ineral kingdom has not been 
so exhaustively exploited as the vegeta­ 
ble, but more than traces have been 
found of copper, coal and iron, as well 
as vast deposits of salt. 
The rivers at 
one tim e ran to the sea over beds of 
golden sand, and from the streams to­ 
day (as in the neighboring island of 
Santo Domingo, where the first Am eri­ 
can gold was discovered) the natives 
wash out nuggets by the crude proc­ 
esses of th at distant day when Aguey- 
naba w ent prospecting w ith his false 
friend, Ponce de Leon. 
There are no uative quadrupeds here 
larger than the agouti and the arm adil­ 
lo, but birds are relatively numerous, 
w ith a few of fine song aud some of 
brilliant plumage. 
All domestic fowl 
do well here, aud the great pastures of 
tho northeast and southeast support vast 
herds of cattle and horses, which suffice 
not only for the needs of the island, but 
are exported to all parts of the West 
Indies, bemg held in high esteem. 
There are no poisonous reptiles to be 
feared, but insects of questionable c h a r-1 
actor are too numerous for comfort 
This island mdeod were a paradise 


w ithout 
th em , even Wien tnem toe 
inhabitants seem to experience little 
trouble 
i’hn worst of thes^ are the 
scorpions, centipeds, tarantulas, wasps, 
mosquitoes, some species of ants, ticks, 
chigoes and tieas. The heat of a tropical 
clim ate like that of Porto Rico, which, 
though rarely exceeding DO degrees, is 
continuous, is conducive to the breed­ 
ing of insect pests of all sorts.

I estim ate J 
that since the regim ent was mustered \ 
in on April 26, there have been 30 
deaths, and that is a low rate.

W uchter to the Thirty-fourth M ichigan 
that was according to orders. 
W e got 
another doctor w hen disease got hold 
of us. 
The M ichigan men w ere mach 
werse off than w e were. The American 
army has a lower death rate than either 
the natives of Santiago or the Spanish 
army. 
“The malarial fever leaves the men 
so weak Ghat if they are not gotten 
away before real yellow fever appears 
they w ill have no strength to resist its 
attack. 
At tim es w e were short of 
medical supplies, but I do not know 
where the blame lies. 
“ The eighth Ohio w ill start for Mon­ 
tauk today, as it would be impossible 
for me to get to Santiago before the 
regim ent starts north.’’ 


BOUGH RIDERS LANDED. 


R oosevelt H ighly Praised Hts M en—Said 
He llaci a “C rack-a-Jack” 
R egim ent. 


N e w 
Y o r k , 
Aug. 16.—The rough 
riders, with General W heeler and Col. 
Roosevelt, have been landed from the 
Miami at Montauk Point and are now 
in the detention camp, where they w ill 
remain in quarantine for a few days. 
Some of the men were so weak that 
they were hardly able to walk. 
Coiouel Rosevelt refuse to talk ahout 
his achievem ents to newspaper men, 
but gladly s|)oke of the work of his 
men. 
He said they were all brave and 
w ent into danger without hesitation. 
Mr. Roosevelt w as asked about his re­ 
ported wounding aud replied: 
“The wound on my right w rist was 
from a shell, but was only a scratch 
anyw ay.”

“ W e had a bully tim e all the way 
through,” said the colonel.

m ent is one of the ‘crackajacks.’ ” Mr. 
Roosevelt said the men were glad to re­ 
turn as there was no more fighting 
to do.

It is probable that an Ameri­ 
can naval vessel w ill go to Havana har­ 
bor before long, and at least tw o naval 
vessels w ill be ordered to Havana when 
the 
military 
com mission 
assembles 
tnere to determ ine upon the details of 
Spanish evacuation. 
Secretary 
Day 
also conferred w ith the president. 
General Lee has been strongly urged 
for the governorship of Cuba after the 
functions of tne military commission 
cease. 
General Lee would not speak of 
the subjects discussed as the result of 
his hasty trip here, beyond saying he 
has been talking over m atters in Cuba 
generally. 
Then he added: 
“ The first work 
which w ill have to be done in Cuba will 
be to make arrangements by which the 
municipal machinery cap be put in 
operation in ail the towns aud govern­ 
mental machinery throughout the isl­ 
and for districts. 
There w ill have to 
be a military control, I suppose, until 
such a time as tile people interested can 
organize ana put into operation a gov­ 
ernment, w inch should be stable aud 
strong enough to impartially protect the 
interests of spaniards, Americans, Cu 
bans aud the people of all other nation 
aiities now on tne island or who may 
hereafter go tnere.” 
“is there a probability of 
Spanish 
interests buttering through the CuDaus?* 
“ The Spanish property holders, mer 
chants aud all other classes of Spaniards 
naturally would unite w ith ait the rest 
of file conservative inhabitants tor the 
preservation of the interests of ail the 
citizens, and I think they w ill help the 
natives und the Americans to maintain 
a strong, safe governm ent. This would 
be natural because no class of people 
would be more interested than they are 
in m aintaining property aud all other 
rights. 
The most dim cuit problem to 
solve is the first organization of a pie 
l.m inary form of governm ent, as later 
tne island w ill be very rapidly A m en 
canized aud all such questions w ill take 
care of them selves. 
As to the proba­ 
bility ol the Cubans attaining a stable 
gov* rum ent, I presume that as soon as 
possible a proclamation w ill be issued 
tatting apart a date tor the holding of a 
general election for a chief executive of 
the island aud for a legislative body, to 
w hich ah m atters affecting the future 
of .the island w ill be referred. 
“ This legislative body probably w ill 
adopt a constitution and make 
the 
proper laws to put into operation the 
political form of governm ent. 
As to 
the army of occupation which w ill be 
necessary to maintain our position w ith 
respect to Caba, 45,000 meu w ill be 
ample to garrison the whole island. 
Of 
this number possibly 25.000 would be 
stationed in and about Havana. Matan­ 
zas would be the next most important 
point for a 
garrison. 
Other points 
should be regulated by the possibilities 
of disorder that m ight take place there, 
aud the number of troops at the various 
points w ill naturally be governed by 
circumstances. 
“ Properly directed Cuba w ill have a 
great commercial future. Its unbounded 
aud great resources w ill be very rapidly 
developed by American

A CONSUL’S OPINION.

M in n e a p o lis , Aug. 16.—John Good- 
now, consul general at Shanghai, in a 
private letter, discusses the expansion 
policy in part as follows:

“ It’s a queer world,“ said a New 
York physician as he laid the morning 
paper aside. 
“ What prompted that original re­ 
mark?’’ asked a visitor. 
“ Well, I was just reading an account 
of a stabbing affair, and it soddenly oc­ 
curred to me that I had known the man 
who did the killing. ’’ The doctor set­ 
tled back in his chair, and the visitor 
waited for the story. After a few mo­ 
ments it came. 
“ When I first began to practice, I did 
an immense amount of charity work. 
Every fellow does that at the start for 
experience, and later he keeps it up for 
humanity 's sake. I had pretty good suc­ 
cess with children and made quite a 
name down in the tenement districts— 
and incidentally spent most of my pocket 
money on my patients. That was before 
the day of free sterilized milk for sick 
babies and dozens of institutions for the 
relief of the poor. 
“ One summer a woman began bring­ 
ing a sick baby to me. A small boy, 
about 3 years old, always came with 
them and seemed to be fairly strong aud 
well, but the baby was a pitiful little 
thing, with a thin, white face and big 
blue eyes with a look of pain in them. 
The woman seemed an ignorant, honest 
soul and generally wore a thick, dark 
veil to hide a black eye or great blue 
bruise. It’s easy enough to figure out a 
thing like that, you know, but she never 
spoke of her husband or complained, so 
I didn’t ask any questions. She brought 
the baby often, and each time it lookec 
more waxen and scrawny, boti couldn’t 
find out that the child had any disease, 
and all the symptoms pointed to a lack 
of nourishment 
‘At last one morning I said to t^e 
mother that I believed the baby was 
starving, and that I didn’t intend to 
allow her to leave the office until she 
had told me the truth about the affair. 
She looked stubborn for a moment and 
wouldn’t answer, but then the tears be­ 
gan to roll down her bruised, discolor­ 
ed cheeks, and she confessed that she 
didn’t have enough food to give the ba­ 
by. She worked bt.rd, bot her husband 
drank and took every cent she made 
and beat her every day into the bar­ 
gain. She was fond of the brute in 
spite of all that aud told me a long sto­ 
ry about the heavenly nature the fel­ 
low had before he began to drink. 
“ Finally I told her I would give her 
a quart of milk every day. I wouldn’t 
give her the money because I didn’t 
covet the privilege of buying bad whis­ 
ky for the husband, but I would pay 
the nearest milk depot, to supply her 
with a quart a day. That would feed 
the baby and leave some for little 
Joe, who didn’t look quite so well ae 
he did when the two first began calling 
on ma 
After that I didn’t hear any 
more about the case for a week or two. 
Then my friends turned up again. The 
baby looked worse than ever, and the 
woman’s face was a patchwork in blue 
and green, but little Joe was quite rosy. 
I didn’t understand. The baby was in a 
bad condition, and I did what I could 
for it. After I left my office I went 
down to the milk depot. The man said 
my woman had had her quart of milk 
every day. 
“ I puzzled over the thing that night 
The next morning the trio were at my 
office. The baby’s bine eyelids were 
closed, and I thought at first that it 
was not breathing, bot found a faint 
flatter.

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BIRDS THAT DO NOT SING. 


A lthough They A ll U tter V ocal Sound* 
o f Some K ind. 
Singing is applied to birds in the 
same sense that it is to human beings— 
the utterance of musical notes. Every 
person makes vocal sounds of some 
kind, but many persons never attempt 
to sing. So it is with bird#. Tin eagle 
screams, the owl hoots, the wild goose 
honks, the crow caws, but none of these 
discordant'sonndscan be called singing. 
With the poet the singing of birds 
means merry, light hearted joyousness, 
and most of us are poetic enough to 
view it in the same way. 
Birds sing 
most in the spring and the early sum­ 
mer, those happiest seasons of the year, 
while employed in nest building and in 
rearing their young. Many of our most 
musical singers are silent all the rest of 
the year; at least they utter only low 
chirpings. It is natural, therefore, that 
lovers of birds should regard their sing­ 
ing as purely an expression of joy in 
the returning spring and in their hap­ 
py occupations. 
Outside of what are properly classed 
as song birds there are many species 
that never pretend to sing—in fact, 
these far outnumber the musicians. 
They include the water birds of every 
kiiffi, both swimmers and waders; all 
the birds of prey, eagles, hawks, owls 
and vultures, and all the gallinaceous 
tribes,comprising pheasants, partridges, 
tnrkeys and chickens. 
The gobble of 
the turkey cock, the defiant crow of the 
rooster and even the musical call of the 
“ bobwhite” are none of them true 
singing, yet it. is quite probable that all 
of these sounds are uttered with pre­ 
cisely similar motives to those that in 
spire the sweet warbling of the song 
sparrow, the clear whistle of the robin 
or the thrilling mnsic of the wood 
thrush. 
But naturalists have set apart a very 
large group as song birds, and even 
among these there are many species 
that never sing at all. Birds are group­ 
ed according to their anatomical char­ 
acteristics, the structure of their bones, 
bills, feet and wings. 
And thus we 
have the songless song birds, looking at 
the matter from the standpoint of the 
classifying naturalist — Philadelphia 
Times.

When the report of the Koontz trial 
in the N e w s R e v ie w closed yesterday 
afternoon Officer W hite was still on the 
stand. 
He sa id : 
“ I saw Mr. Kountz come in from 
Sixth street and turn in between the 
opera house and Thompson’s and going 
to his own saloon, unlock the door, and 
go in. 
Another party went in a short 
time after Konntz, and sometime later 
two parties came and were admitted,and 
a little later another party was ad­ 
mitted. 
Soon 
after 
that 
we de­ 
manded admittance and Mr. Kountz 
opened the door, and we went in and 
stopped in front of the bar. Mr. Koontz 
and a man I didn’t know were there. 
Before any of these parties went in 
there was a gentleman went to the side 
door and rapped, someone answered and 
the man waited, and Mr. Kountz came 
to the door and handed him a bottle of 
some dark liqnid. 
After we had got in 
the saloon we went upstairs into the 
middle room, where we found three 
parties, one in bed and two sitting 
in 
the 
middle 
of 
the 
room. 
In the back 
room 
we found 
an­ 
other man, who seemed to be packing 
a satchel. 
Some glasses with fresh 
froth in the bottom of them were stand­ 
ing on the stairway. 
We took the 
names of all the parties, and upon their 
promise to appear before the mayor we 
permitted them to go. 
When Konntz 
admitted me I told him I had a warrant 
for his airest, and proceeded to read the 
warrant. 
He told me to wait until he 
pat on his shoes and also that there was 
no one in the honse.” 
Attorney JIM conducted the cross ex­ 
amination and asked the witness where 
he was located when he saw the parties 
go in the saloon. 
Officer White ob­ 
jected to the question and so did solici­ 
tor McGarry, but after Attorney Hill 
had said he desired to show that the of­ 
ficer could not see any person in the 
door from 
where 
he was situated 
the 
solicitor 
withdrew 
his 
object­ 
ions 
and Mayor Bough stated that 
he thought 
the 
question 
was 
per­ 
fectly correct, and the witness 
said 
that he was in the opera house, second 
floor, standing with one foot ou the 
heater. 
Officer McMillan told practically the 
same story as Officer W hite, but he 
stayed downstairs while Officers W hite 
and Mahony went upstairs. 
He saw 
the glasses on the stairway and saw Mr. 
Konntz remove them. 
He said he coaid 
see the foam in the glasses, and Mr. 
Konntz told him it was the last measure 
that would ever be sold in his place on 
Sunday, and also asked if he had any 
influence with the mayor telling him 
if he coaid do anything for him he 
woald make it right with him. 
Officer Mahony told the same story as 
the other officers, and also saw the foam 
in the glasses. 
George Betts was the next witness. 
He said: 
“ I was in the Diamond at 9 
o’clock. 
A party of us had arranged to 
spend the day at camp down the viver 
James McOonnaughy who was going 
down failed to show up aud we went 
over to Konntz’s saloon where he boards. 
We knocked on the door for sometime 
and were finally let in by Mr. Kountz. 
We asked to see Jim and was told that 
he was upstairs sick. 
We went upstairs 
and talked to McOonnaughy and he said 
he was siok. 
He told one of the boys 
to go get his shirt.” 
Attorney MoG&rry here asked the w it­ 
ness to describe how he got upstairs and 
much time was spent, and finally Attor­ 
ney Hill drew a map of the building aud 
the witness showed how he got upstairs 
to the satisfaction of everybody, and 
Attorney Hill remarked : 
“ A mountain 
labored and brought forth a mouse,” and 
Solicitor MoGarry replied: 
“ There is a nigger in the woodpile 
I think. 
The witness says he has seen 
that map before.” 
The witness then continued : 
“ I did 
not have anything to drink that day. 
Mr. Koontz was mopping out at the 
foot of the stairs when I went in. 
I 
noticed the door at the bar was not open 
because it is infernally dark at the foot 
of the stairs. 
I gave my name to the 
officer as Hugh George because I didn’t 
want it to get into print, and I knew 
the newspapers would get it.” 


Edward McCullough was called and 
testified as follows: 
“ I was in the 
building of John Konntz on July 24. 
I 
met Betts in the Diamond and went to 
the saloon of John Konntz where the pro­ 
prietor let us in. 
We entered the back 
room and walked straight through the 
middle room to the stairway and upstairs. 
We saw McOonnaughy upstairs. I went 
there to see McOonnaughy and didn t 
got anything to drink while there. 
I 
heard some one knock at the door and 
John Kountz answered and the officers 
came in. When I went upstairs I didn’t 
notice any glasses on the stairway. 
We 
made no arrangements to take anything 
to drink with us to the camp. 
I gave 
my correct name to the officers.” 


Solicitor McGarry Pere endeavored to 
introduce the docket of the mayor, but 
Attorney Hill objected, and after the 
law on the subject had been looked up 
it was decided the docket could not be 
introduced unless the mayor became a 
witness and in that event a change of 
venue would be asked. 
William H. Hines was next and said : 
“I don’t know what date it was, bat I 
was there on Sunday with 
George 
Betts and Edward McCullough. 
I met 
them in the Diamond. 
I went with 
them to Keuntz’s saloon and knocked 
on the door. 
Two of us went through 
the middle froom to reach the stairway, 
and the other man went through the 
hallway. 
I didn’t see anybody on the 
first floor bat Kountz. 
I saw Wyant 
when we came down, I think he was in 
the center of the 
room. 
I believe 
Kountz was upstairs while the officers 
were there. 
I didn’t give my right 
name to the officers. 
I had probably 
been there 15 minutes when the officers 
arrived. 
I had nothing to drink while 
I was there. 
I think my foot struck a 
glass as I was going upstairs.” 
The prosecution here rested its case, 
and the defense introduced W. 
W. 
Bridge, who said: 
“ I am stage man­ 
ager at the opera hoose. 
I saw Officer 
W hite and a stranger in the opera 
house July 24. 
I saw three men come 
up to John Kountz’8 saloon and try to 
get in, but were refused admission. Yon 
can just see the pane of the door from 
the window at which Officer White was 
standing, as the window is not directly 
opposite, and you 
get 
the angular 
view .” 
John Kountz took the stand and said : 
“ I am in the loafing business at present 
as I have sold out my saloon. 
I am a 
butcher by trade and have made ar­ 
rangements to go back into the business. 
I was cleaning out my bar when the 
officer* came in. 
Mr. Wvant was with 
me as my regular bartender, James 
McOonnaughy was ill. 
Four men came 
to my door and were refused admittance 
as my saloon was not open for selling 
intoxicating liquor. 
I heard a knock at 
the door and heard a man say we will 
break in the door. 
I opened the door, 
and McMillan came in first and Mahony 
second, while Officer W hite jumped at 
me like a mad man, and said he had a 
warrant for me. 
He told me to unlock 
all the doors, but they were all un­ 
locked. 
I went upstairs with thfe offi­ 
cers. 
I did not sell any liquor or open 
my saloon on Sunday.” 
Upon cross examination the witness 
sa id : 
“ There was nothing 
passed 
through the door. I had some conversa­ 
tion with Officer McMillan and I told 
him I woald never allow anybody on 
my stains again. 
I am not stuck on a 
policeman at any time. 
I never tried to 
bribe Mr. McMillan and I deny having 
sold any liquor.” 
This closed the testimony, and by re­ 
quest of the attorneys the jury were 
taken to the opera house where they 
viewed the premises. 
Upon their re­ 
turn the attorneys made very short 
arguments and the jury retired at 6 :15. 
The first ballot stood 7 to 5 for convic­ 
tion, tho next 8 to 4, then 9 to 3 and sev­ 
eral ballots were taken with the same 
result, then the ballot stood IO to 2, and 
finally ll to I aud at 7*o’clock the jury 
were a unit for conviction. 
Mayor bough fined Kountz $50 and 
costs and he at once gave boud, and the 
case will be carried to common pleas 
court.

‘■The Mexicans know 
enough

liberty to feel for Caba, b at the Spanish, 
Germans and French now living in the 
citv of M exico and other large tow ns in 
the territory hate the Am erican people 
with a hatred th at is as cordial as from 
gcnrise to sunset and then to sunrise. 
The speaker 
was 
Colonel 
Tobe 
Blumenthal. 
He had just arrived in 
the city after an absence of three years, 
all of which has been spent in Mexico. 
Many persons in the city will remem 
ber him as the genial southerner who 
traveled for the Standard pottery a por­ 
tion cf his tim e and made friends w ith 
Liverpool people darin g the rem ainder. 
He hue, how ever, as agent for glass and 
crockery concerns, spent recent years in 
Mexico where he learned to talk Span­ 
ish, got good prices for his wares from 
native m erchants w ithout going out of 
his office and absorbed a vast am ount of 
information concerning the people and 
their ways. 
Continuing, he said to the 
little knot of friends who had gathered 
about him at the Thompson H ouse: 
“When the w ar began these people in 
Mexico rather wondered th at our Uncle 
Sam, for he’s m ine ju st as m uch as he 
ever was, had tho courage to face a 
nation like Spain. 
They m uttered in 
low tones about Adm iral Sampson and 
his fleet, with now and then a smile at 
the blockade of H avana, and when the 
news of Adm iral D ew ey’s victory came 
they laughed o u trig h t.lt was such a good 
oke they refused to believe a word of it, 
and only thought the ‘Yankee pigs’ were 
panting a little to keep their conrage 
np, if Yankee or any other kind of pigs 
ever do that sort of thing. 
For six 
weeks they laughed. 
Then it began to 
be a serious m atter. 
News came from 
a source they could not deny, and they 
were convinced. 
B ut they did not lose 
courage. Instead they only m nttered a 
little more and confidently 
aw aited 
news of a Spanish victory. 
They be­ 
lieved their forces were sure to win. 
“And so the tim e w ent on. They had 
no use for Americans, particularly those 
who hummed the*Starspangled Banner 
or the ‘Red. W hite and Blue* (the col 
onel likes to sing patriotic songs) and at 
every opportunity 
predicted Spanish 
Actory, Her Vera’s defeat and the cap 
tare of Santiago was a blow between 
the eyes and on the solar plexus at 
once,and they never folly recovered from 
that. When I left they were, so to 
»Pf,ak, in sack cloth and ashes, and th at 
for a real live Spaniard, even if he does 
live in Mexico, is worse than a dose of 
cod liver oil. 
The Germans and French hate us 
•ll, and I don’t believe they themselves 
eau tell the reason. 
B ut they have it, 
»nd whenever yon find these people in 
Mexico you find enemies of this oountry. 
All newspapers printed in Spanish which 
we not organs of the governm ent, abase 
the states continually. Throughout the 
they were first and last for Spain, 
^coarse they upheld G erm any and 
ranee, and seemed to do it w ith much 
more enthusiasm than yon find in the 
average Spanish newspaper. 
The gov­ 
ernment organs were, of coarse, strictly 
Antral. 


In spite of all these things it is nice 
o Mexico, but I am glad to be back 
mder the old Hag and gladder th at Fitz 
-*• Joe v\ heeler and the rest of them 
lave become real Yankees.” 


D YNAM ITE GUNS. 


F ifte e n M en 
In B e l a , , A re R«.q ilirt,d t „ 
W o rk T h e m . 
D ynam ite guns, such as are used upon 
the Vesuvius, are operated upon an en­ 
tirely different principle from the ordi­ 
nary powder guns. 
They have engines 
aud boilers and air compressors and 
coolers and all sorts of intricate ma­ 
chinery in a house not far away, by 
which the projectiles are fired. * The 
dynam ite or gyu cotton or explosive 
gelatin or whatever the explosive ma, 
terial may be is contained in the pro­ 
jectile only This projectile is called an 
aerial torpedo” by the m anufacturers 
and is exploded by moans of a fuse 
sim ilar to any powder g un’s. 
Dynamite or any other high explosive 
cannot be used in an ordinary cannon, 
because the powder would explode the 
dynam ite before it left the gun, there­ 
fore the system of using compressed air 
came into vogue as the only method of 
throw ing dynam ite to any distance. The 
a ir is compressed and passed along 
through various tubes before reaching 
the gun and is used at about 1,000 
pounds pressure to the square inch 
which is much less than the pawer of 
powder. 
Dynamite w ill be exploded at 
about 5,000 pounds pressure to the 
square inch. 
These guns are enormout- 
affairs, smoothbore, 50 feet in length 
made of the best iron, in three sections 
flanged and bolted together and support 
ed on a steel carriage. 
The carriage i 
mounted upon a steel racing ring, sc 
called, and the system of handling is by 
means of an electric motor. 
As these 
guns are covered by a large num ber of 
patents they are very expensive, costing 
the governm ent many thousands of dol 
lars each. 
Fifteen men in relays 
required to work them. 
The gunner stands upon a platform 
on the left side of the carriage, uses a 
fine telescopic sight, aud when all it 
ready he pulls a lever which allows the 
compressed air to enter the gun, and 
the discharge takes place. 
These gum 
are all loaded at the breech, and tin 
projectile is handled by a separate car' 
riage. The projectile is about IO feet in 
length for the 15 inch gun, and when 
charged w ith 500 pounds of dynamite 
or gun cotton 
weighs folly 
1,000 
ponnda 
It is a steel tube composed of 
w alls three-sixteentbe of an inch thick 
and has a spiral vane at the rear. 
The 
fuse is a foot in length and weighs 2C 
pounds. This fuse contains two pounds 
and a half of dry gun cotton and a few 
grains of fulm inate of m ercury as a de­ 
tonator. 
It is set to explode at impact 
or as the gunner may desire as to time. 
—Leslie’s Weekly.

N o F ix a tio n l a Space*. 
Tho common idea us to the path ol 
the earth being “ fixed in space” is tak­ 
en exception to by astronomers on tin 
ground that there are few if any things 
in the domain of astronomy that can 
really be called fixed space, tiiat fact 
being that unceasing changes are going 
on, though these changes are generally 
so slow as to escape the notice of a b u 
perficial observer, but are fortunately 
periodic, so that they fall w ithin the 
possibility of computation. 
Thus tin 
earth ’s path is not fixed, since the 
ecliptic undergoes a very slow change, 
so that, while at present it is a few sec­

Archbishop C orrigan’s private seen 
tary, Father Connolly, recon fly return 
ed to New York from Cuba, and expect 
to go back there very soon to continn* 
his service as a volunteer chaplain. Ut 
was busy w ith his accustomed work at 
the archbishop’s house at the tim e tilt 
Relief was preparing to go to Sautiugr 
and had no more idea of taking any 
part in the w ar than the archbishop 
himself had. 
There soddenly came to the archbish­ 
op a request for a chaplain to go on tht 
Relief. The request came at an inoppor 
tune moment, for the archbishop was 
not able to comply w ith it, because tilt 
clergyman whom he had in m ind in 
case there came a call for a chaplain, 
was confined to his bed by sickness. 
No other clergyman could be I pared. 
or at least, was able to respond to th* 
sudden call. Then Father Connolly vol­ 
unteered. Thus it happened that where­ 
as in the morning he was in the midst 
of the extensive correspondence and ad­ 
m inistration of the largest of Catholic 
dioceses in the United States, he was 
in the afternoon a chaplain in the U nit­ 
ed States sendee aboard the Relief and 
on his way to Cuba. 
F ather Connolly had an oportunit\ 
better perhaps than that which many 
of the chaplains secured of studying the 
insurgents, at least that part of the in ­ 
surgent arm y which was in or near 
Santiago. 
His opinion is that it was 
most fortunate that the United States 
did not recognize the independence of a 
republic established by men of the char­ 
acter of the insurgents. 
His opinion is expressed w ith great 
consideration for all that these p eop le 
have endured. 
He has adm iration for 
their courage and their patient endur­ 
ance of suffering, but ho feels that they 
are in some respects to be likened to the 
xmdsmen of the south who were mach 
free by the war for the Union. 
He feels that they are to be judged 
w ith lenity because they have been the 
victim s of alm ost as m any years of in 
justice as were the black men of the 
south, aud it is not fair to judge those 
who were subjected to such experiences 
as men who have lived as free citizens 
would be judged. 
He does not doubt 
th at the tim e w ill come when the help 
ful influences of freedom and justict- 
w ill qualify these people for an imper 
tau t part in government, but he has 
serious doubts about their ability now 
to undertake a governm ent which will 
be satisfactory to the people of Cuba. 
Father Connolly was greatly impress­ 
ed w ith the conduct of the negro sol­ 
diers at Santiago, and is of the opinion 
th at 
President McKinley will 
find 
among the negroes of the United States 
the very qualities, physical aud mental, 
which are required for satisfactory m il­ 
itary service in Cuba. F ather Oonnollj 
thinks that the black soldiers w ill with 
stand the clim atic influences and thai 
their capacity as soldiers, their im plied 
faith in their superior officers and tin 
perfect discipline of which they 
capable were abundantly displayed at 
the tim e of the historic battle of Sauti 
ago and its environs. 
This opinion of the m erits of th« 
negro soldier who has been enlisted at 
a regular in the United States arm y foi 
the peculiar m ilitary work which must 
be done in Cuba and Porto Rioo is echo­ 
ed by others who have recently com* 
to New York aud who saw the black 
soldiers in the fearful fighting of th* 
2d of July. 
Among these is Mason M itchell, s 
man well known in artistic aud dra 
ma tic circles in New York, who wen! 
to the front as a member of the rough 
riders’ regim ent 
He said while speak 
ing of the black soldiers that twt 
months ago he thought of them only ut 
men qualified to do the menial dutie* 
of the camp, perhaps to cook or to wail 
upon officers. 
But when he saw them coming out 
iYom the reserves, m arching as though 
they were on parade as nearly as th* 
oountry would perm it, advancing in 
the face of a deadly fire w ith perfect 
coolness, and yet with splendid ardor, 
forcing their way up the hill without 
a sign of panic, and then m aking 
glorious 
charge 
over the 
trenches, 
sweeping that deadly Spanish 
lint 
away—then M itchell says he and others 
who were near him could not restrain 
their enthusiasm and did not w ant to, 
but cheered the black American soldiei 
as enthusiastically as they would have 
cheered the petted regim ent which 
sometimes marches down Broadway, 
the adm iration of New York. 
“ Nobody,” said M itchell, “ w ill ever 
be perm itted in my presence or in the 
presence of any of those who saw the 
black men on the 2d of July at Santiago 
say one w ord in depreciation of them. 
There are no men in the American army 
who deserve more credit than they. 
And they will make the ideal soldiers 
for the protection of life and liberty iii 
Cuba and in Porto Rico. ” —Holland in

Reptiles, but Many Insects. 


Mr. Frederick A. Ober, late oomraia- 
sionrr in Porto Rico of the Columbian 
exposition, contributes to The Century 
an article on “ The Island of 
Porto I 
R ico.’’ Mr. Cher says: 
In the extreino northeast rises the < 
highest peak of the central cordillera 
in the Luquillo sierra, known as “ El 
Ynnqne, ” or “ The • Anvil, ” variously 
estimated at from 3,800 to 4,500 feet in 
height. The hills are of lesser elevation 
toward the west and southwest, but 
the whole north central country is rug­ 
ged and uneven. 
Between the spurs 
from the main range lie innumerable 
secluded valleys, where the soil is of 
great fertility. The impressive features 
of the landscape are the rounded sum­ 
mits of the multitudinous hills,"* which 
leave the coast in constantly rising bil­ 
lows that finally break against the cor­ 
dillera vertebra; yet all are cultivable, 
and cultivated to their very crests, 
though the higher mountain peaks are 
forest clad. 
More than 1,300 streams, it is said, 
of which number perhaps 40 or 50 a t­ 
tain to the dignity of rivers, rise in the 
hills and seek the coasts, most of them 
running northerly, though the best har­ 
bors are in the west and sonth. 
But 
notwithstanding the great river flow 
portions of the island in the southwest 
are afflicted w ith drought at times, 
owing to the precipitation of the north­ 
east “ trades” against the northern hills. 
The higher hills are clothed in the 
exuberant and diversified vegetation of 
the tropical forest, where tree ferns 
flourish, and great gum trees and moun­ 
tain palms tower a lo ft At lower levels 
are the cedar and mahogany, walnut 
and laurel, with many others noted for 
their useful woods. 
Throughout the 
island are found those trees and shrubs 
valuable for their gums, as the mamey, 
guaiaoum and copal, while the list of 
medicinal plants includes most of those, 
invaluable 
to 
oar 
pharmacopoeias, 
which tropical America has given to 
the world. These are the silvestres, na­ 
ture’s wild children, but of cultivated 
plants there is no species peculiar to 
the tropics that does not flourish here. 
In the littoral levels, 
between the 
mountains and the sea, grows the sug­ 
ar cane, which may be cultivated up to 
au altitude of 3,000 feet. 
It was intro 
ducted here from Santo Domingo, hav­ 
ing been 
brought to America either 
from Spain OI tho Canaries. 
The annu­ 
al yield of sugar is estimated at about 
70,000 tons 
, Ll these fertile lowlands also tobacco 
(hies exceedingly well, and the annual 
production is auld to Int quite 7,000,000 
pounds. 
It may tie cultivated ou the 
hills., hut the true mountain lover is the 
coffee, which does not do well below 
600 foot and is at its liest 1,000 feet 
alleve the sea. It was first brought here 
from 
Martinique m 1782, and 
now 
yields to the extent of 17,000 tons an­ 
nually. Maize, the true Indian corn, is 
indigenous, aa is the yucca, the aborigi­ 
nal “ staff or life ,’’ and both grow ev­ 
erywhere, as well as the pineapple, 
which is more reliable and more uui 
versal than the peach cf our north tem­ 
perate zoue. 
Cotton and rice are found 
at nearly 
all elevations, the 
latter, 
which is the chief food of many labor­ 
ers, being what is known as the moun­ 
tain variety 
Bananas uud plantains are wonderful­ 
ly prolific, bearing fruit in ten mouths 
from planting. 
Th© plants virtually 
lust 60 years, being equally long lived 
with the cocoa pain), which produces 
nuts in six or seven years aud there* 
after during the space of an ordinary i 
life, its yield being reckoned ut IOO 
nuts a year 
The annual product of 
bananas is given as 200,000,000 aud of 
cocoanuts 3.000.000 
The entire range 
of tropical trulls is represented here, 
such as the guava, lime, orange, agua­ 
cate. sapodilhi aud avocado pear, while 
all subtropic vegetables may be raised, 
including those of the south temperate 
zone, such, for instance, as are growu 
iu Florida. 
Tile mineral kingdom has uot been 
so exhaustively exploited as the vegeta 
blo, but more thau traces have been 
found of copper, coal aud iron, as well 
as vast deposits of salt. 
The rivers at 
cue time ran to the sea over bods of 
golden sand, and from the streams to­ 
day (as in the ueighbonug island of 
Santo Domingo, where the first Ameri­ 
can gold was discovered) the natives 
wash out nuggets by the crude proc­ 
esses of that distant day when Aguey- 
uaba went prospecting with his false 
friend, Ponce de Leon. 
There are uo native quadrupeds here 
larger than the agouti and the arm adil­ 
lo, but birds are relatively numerous, 
with a few of tine song aud some of 
brilliant plumage. 
AU domestic fowl 
do well hero, and the groat pastures of 
the northeast and southeast suppott vast 
herds of cattle and horses, which suffice 
uot only for the needs of the island, but 
are exported to all parts of the West 
indies, being held in high esteem. 
There are no poisonous reptiles to be 
feared, but insects of questionable char­ 
acter are too numerous for comfort 
This island

paradise 


without 
them . even Wien them 
inhabitants seem to experience little 
trouble 
Flit? worst of thes^ are the 
scorpions, cen ti peds, tarantulas, wasps, 
mosquitoes, some species of ants, ticks, 
chigoes and fleas. The heat of a tropical 
clim ate like that Of Porto Rico, which, 
though rarely exceeding 80 degrees, is 
continuous, is conducive to the breed- i 
mg of lased pests of all sorts.

WasHiNGTON, Aug. 16.—News reached 
the war department yesterday that the 
Spanish regulars and volunteers in Ha 
vana were Sundoy rioting and fighting. 
This presented a new phase of the Cu­ 
ban situation, and should the rioting 
continue the government may be forced 
to send an army to Havana to preserxe 
while the negotiations are in progress 
for the evacuation of the island. 
The riot began over the porting of the 
protocol. 
I he news of 
its signing 
reached General Blanco on Saturday 
night, at the time Premier Sagasta’s or­ 
ders to suspend hostilities were con­ 
veyed through General Greely. 
The 
terms of the protocol were posted in 
Havana ou Sunday at the palace, at the 
military barracks and in the conspicu­ 
ous places around the Hotel Inglaterra, 
tile Hotel Pasaje, the Presidio and the 
Tacou theaters, all of these being on the 
Prador, or Sunday promenade. 
The volunteers resented the compli­ 
ance of Blanco as a part of the con­ 
spiracy against the local government, 
aud the rioting began. 
The regulars 
were required to restore peace. General 
Valdarrama was in command of the 
regular forces. 
The war department 
has no details of the casualties. 
General Greely said last night that 
his advices are that everything was 
quiet in Havana yesterday.
